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Jaguar Land 
Rover to end 
contract at 
Bridgend 
Ford ‘three 
months early’ 


Jaguar Land Rover 
(JLR), in line with 
its contractual 
agreement from 
2008, has served 
Ford Motor 
Company with 
three years’ notice, 
which will end - 
three months early 
- Bridgend Ford’s 
supply of V6 and 
V8 petrol engines 
for the luxury car 
marque. 

It means production 
at the Bridgend plant 
will cease in September 
of 2020, rather than 
December that year. 

Around 145,000 JLR 
engines, out of a total of 
close to 650,000 units 
across the marques, are 
produced at Ford’s 
Bridgend plant each 
year. 

The plant, which 
opened in 1980, 
employs around 1,900 
people and specialises 
in producing petrol 
engines. It supports 
around 10,000 further 
supply-chain jobs in 
south Wales and 
beyond. 

In early 2015, it was 
announced that 
production of JLR 
engines would move 
from Bridgend to its 
new plant in 
Wolverhampton. 

Two years ago, Ford 
announced that it 
planned to invest £181 
million into building 
new petrol engines from 
2018 at the plant. 

However, in 
September 2016, the 
company said that it 
would build only half of 
the 250,000 engines 
originally planned and 
would be committing 
£100m to the project, 


due to the success of its 
other advanced- 
technology engines and 
what it called 
“anticipated changes in 
demand” in Europe and 
other markets. 

A spokesperson for 
Ford stated: “Given our 
long-established and 


successful relationship 
in the delivery of world- 
class engines, this is 
disappointing news for 
the Ford Bridgend 
Engine Plant.

Have your say on a new 
Autism Bill for Wales 


LOCAL residents 
are being 

encouraged to have 
their say on what 
could be included 
in a potential new 
law for Wales. 

Paul Davies, AM for 
Preseli Pembrokeshire, 
was drawn from a ballot 
at the National 
Assembly for Wales to 
try and get a new law 
introduced in Wales. 

Mr Davies’ choice, 
supported by National 
Autistic Society Cymru, 
was to introduce an 
Autism Act for Wales. 

After being accepted 
at the first stage by 
AMs from all parties in 
the Assembly, it has 
now gone out for 
consultation. 

Suzy Davies, Welsh 
Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, said: 
“This is a real 
opportunity for 
residents to have their 
say on exactly how an 
Autism Act for Wales 


could look. 

“Around 1 in every 
100 people have autism 
in Wales. The means 
that even more people 
are living with autism 
as family and close 
friends. 

“Last year, Welsh 
Government refused to 
back calls for an Autism 
Act as all other parties 
voted for one. 

“This means that we 
have another 
opportunity to make 
sure that people with 
autism and their 
families get the services 
and support that they 
deserve.” 

Mrs Davies, who 
backed the initial calls 
for an Autism Act for 
Wales, added: “I have 
met with some of our 
local Autistic Society 
Cymru branches and I 
know they will be 
making sure their 
members as possible to 
take part. 

“However, I would 
encourage as many 
residents as possible to 


have their say in the 
consultation before it 
closes.” 

The consultation into 
an Autism (Wales) Bill 
closes on November 20.

‘Seize the moment 
over lagoon’ - Welsh 
Conservatives’ plea 


SENIOR Welsh 
Conservatives have 
signed a joint letter 
to the Prime 
Minister, asking the 
UK Government to 
‘‘seize the moment’^ 
and back the 
Swansea Bay Tidal 
Lagoon.

BCBC schools 
supply contract 
raises questions 
in the Assemhly 


A regional AM has 
questioned why a 
Port Talbot 

company wasn’t 

allowed to bid for a 
contract to supply 
school furniture to 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

Bethan Jenkins, South 
Wales West, raised the 
issue with Leader of the 
House, Jane Hutt AM, in 
the National Assembly. 
She asked about local 
government procurement 
criteria and strategy, after 
being contacted by the 
company. 

Ms Jenkins said: 
“They’ve put furniture in 
quite a lot of schools 
across Wales. But they 
weren’t even allowed to 
put in a bid to BCBC, 
because they said they 
didn’t have the 
experience or criteria to 
be able to do so. 
Therefore, that contract 
went to a company in 
Yorkshire.” 

Ms Jenkins said that at 
a meeting the previous 


week, the Welsh 
Government’s Finance 
Secretary, Mark 

Drakeford, had raised the 
issue of community 
benefits and trying to 
keep contracts in Wales 
whenever possible. 

She told Ms Hutt: 
“I’m not very happy to 
hear, for a company that I 
deem to be specialists, of 
that work going out of 
Wales. 

“Do local authorities 
have a structure they can 
follow, or does it change 
from local authority to 
local authority, which 
obviously puts those 
putting in a bid in a very 
difficult position?” 

Ms Hutt said there is a 
new code of practice on 
ethical procurement and 
that community benefits 
are at the forefront of it, 
ensuring access for local 
supply chains whenever 
possible. 

She told Ms Jenkins: 
“Pm sure this is a matter 
that the Cabinet 
Secretary would be able 
to clarify. ”

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AM calls for 
inquiry into 
scale of poor 
cavity wall 
insulation 


OGMORE AM 
Huw Irranca- 
Davies is calling for 
an inquiry into the 
extent of sub¬ 
standard cavity 
wall insulation in 
Wales. 

He said at the 
National Assembly that 
when it’s done well, 
insulation can transform 
homes for the better. 

But he added: “When 
it’s done poorly, and I 
suspect probably every 
Assembly Member will 
have instances of poor 
installation, it is a 
disaster. 

“I have one 
constituent from a 
family of no great means 
whose only investment 
is their home. 

“Their home was 
great - they’d invested a 
lot of money in it - until 
they were advised on a 
Government-backed 
scheme to invest in 
cavity wall insulation 

“It has destroyed their 
house and it has 
destroyed their family 
around it. It’s terrible to 
behold.” 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
said this was not the 
only example. He said 
AMs had previously 
been told that 2,000 
claims of sub-standard 
insulation, representing 
around one in every 150 
households that have had 
work done. 

He said: “If there 
were one in 150 cars 
breaking down, or one in 
150 cans of beans rife 
with mould that you 
picked up from a 
supermarket, there’d be 
an outcry. 


“I’d welcome the 
opportunity to have a 
full debate to see how 
widespread this issue 
is.” 

He claimed that 
compensation payments 
made by the Cavity 
Insulation Guarantee 
Agency are not 
sufficient to repair 
homes affected by 
badly-installed 
insulation. 

Later, Vale AM Jane 
Hutt said that tighter 
regulations were on the 
way. 

The Leader of the 
House said “competent 
person schemes” were 
introduced in 2010 
which covered the 
installation of cavity 
wall insulation. 

These schemes allow 
installers to self-certify 
that the work done 
complies with building 
regulations. 

Regulations 

introduced on October 1 
will help ensure that 
only suitable properties 
are insulated. 

Ms Hutt said: “The 
new proposals include 
greater surveillance by 
the competent person 
schemes operators of 
their installers to help 
identify bad practice and 
non-compliant work.” 

For existing 

insulations, officials will 
be meeting the main 
guarantee provider, the 
Cavity Insulation 
Guarantee Agency, to 
discuss progress in 
resolving outstanding 
claims.

Bridgend infant deaths: 

Mother pays tribute 
to her ‘beautiful boys’ 


THE mother of two 
infants who were 
found unresponsive 
at home in the 
Wildmill area of 
Bridgend has paid 
a heartfelt tribute 
to her sons, Noah 
and Charlie. 

Their deaths are not 
being treated as 
suspicious. A post 
mortem to determine 
what may have caused 
their sudden deaths is 
due to be carried out. 

Noah and Charlie, 
who were two of triplets, 
leave behind their 
surviving brother, Ethan. 

The mother’s tribute 
to her sons: 

“We are devastated at 
the loss of our two 
beautiful babies, who, 
along with their brother 
Ethan, lit up our world. 
Noah and Charlie were 
my life, heart and soul. 

“They were the 
happiest babies, they 
always had a smile for 
everyone and made 
everyone smile back. 

“I would give 
anything to hold my 
beautiful boys, to see 
them smile, hear them 
laugh or even hear them 
cry. “1 am completely 
lost and heartbroken 
without them it feels like 
Tve lost my limbs. 


“Noah and Charlie, 
along with their brother 
Ethan, were my world 
and life will never be the 
same again. 

“1 am proud every 
day to call all of them 
my sons and feel 
privileged to have been 
able to love and hold 
them. 


I love you - my 
beautiful baby boys -1 
always have and always 
will. You will never be 
forgotten. 

“Lots of love your 
mummy xx” 

There was also a 
message from the 
family: “Words cannot 
describe how empty we 


feel at this awful time. 

“We would like to 
thank everybody for 
their kind words and for 
their offers of support 
which have meant so 
much to us. 

“Now we respectfully 
ask to be left alone, as a 
family, to grieve in 
peace. "

Porthcawl historian 
Ceri Joseph 
continues her look 
at life in Porthcawl 
100 years ago, 
during World War 
One. This month, 
she looks at October 
1917. 

HE 

beginning 
of October 
1917 marked the 
50th anniversary 
of an event of 
which many at 
the time would 
not have been 
aware. 

It was on October 1, 
1867 that the black and 
white flag of the 
German Navy was 
hoisted for the first time. 
The ceremony took 
place at Kiel, and as the 
German Empire was not 
yet in existence, it was 
the Confederation of 
North Germany that the 
flag symbolised. 

After German 
unification in 1870, the 
same flag remained as 
the ensign of a navy that 
would not only 
challenge British 
supremacy of the seas, 
but also contribute to the 
onset of World War 1.

A CONCERT of the 


Yet in Porthcawl in 
early October 1917, it 
was maritime news of a 
different kind that 
evoked the concern of 
the town’s residents. 

During a storm on 
October 4, the schooner 
Jane Knox of Plymouth, 
sailing from Briton 
Ferry to St Brieuc, 
Brittany with a cargo of 
coal, sank off Hwtchins 
Point, Porthcawl. 

Wreckage from the 
ship was washed up onto 
the shore - but there was 
no sign of the crew. All 
aboard had perished. 

The following day, 
Saturday 5, while 
walking near the 
Rivermouth at Ogmore 
by Sea, Mr Thomas 
Bevan of Danylan Farm, 
Newton, found the body 
of a man which later 
was identified as that of 
Captain Henry Johns, 

40; the master of the ill- 
fated boat. 

Within a few days, 
two other bodies had 
been washed up: that of, 
Fawrence Johns, 19 and 
William Johns, 17; the 
sons of the captain.

bearers.’ (Porthcawl 
News, October 18 
1917.) 

During the month 
quite a few local 
servicemen had been 
home on furlough; most 
notably Lieutenant Clem 
Lewis, 16th Battalion 
(Cardiff City) Welsh 
Regiment who, having 
recovered from wounds 
and the effects of gas 
poisoning, suffered at 
Pilkem Ridge in August, 
spent a few days with 
his parents in the town. 

Lewis had begun his 
rugby career with 
Porthcawl before going 
on to play first class 
rugby for Bridgend and 
Cardiff. He was 
awarded his Cambridge 
Blue in 1913 while 
studying at St 
Catherine’s College, a 
year after gaining his 
first Welsh cap against 
England. 

While home he 
remarked that ‘he hopes 
to play more rugger 
games when the greater 
game has been won.’ 
(Porthcawl News 
October 11,1917.) 
Thankfully, Lewis did 
fulfil his desires as after 
the war he rejoined 
Cardiff and was recalled 
to the Welsh squad in 
1921, going on to 
captain the national side 
in 1923. 

After the war, he 
became a schoolmaster 
in Cornelly and served 
in the Civil Defence 
during World War Two. 
Clem Lewis died at his 
Porthcawl home in 
1944, aged 54. 

In October, Clem’s 
uncle, Mr William 
Burnell, received a 
poignant letter from his 
son. Private Richard 
Wallace Burnell, serving 
with the 

Northamptonshire 
Regiment in Flanders. 

In the letter, he states 
that he is ‘quite well 
after being through some 
heavy fighting.’ He then 
goes on to describe his 
visit to the graves of 
‘two Porthcawl heroes,’ 
at Essex Farm Cemetery, 
West Vlanderen, 
Belgium. 

The graves were those 
of Sapper Tom Turner, 
15/3/1917 and Private 
Trevor Thomas, 


21/08/1916. Private 
Burnell states that he 
was pleased to see that 
the graves were so well 
looked after. The 
photographs that 
accompanied the letter 
confirmed this. 

A few days later, as a 
result of Walli’s letter, 
Tom’s brother Jack was 
able to reassure the 
mother of another hero 
back home in Porthcawl 
that her son’s grave was 
well looked after. 

Conrforting words 
and support like this 
were essential in helping 
people through their 
grief, as there was no 
funeral for them to 
attend. Tragically, 
William Burnell would 
need that same support 
in March 1918. 

Letters home were not 
confined to the Western 
Front. By October 
1917, the Palestine 
theatre had become the 
second largest in terms 
of forces deployed, after 
the Western Front. 

Trooper William 
Griffiths of Nottage, 
serving there with the 
Welsh Regiment, writes 
home describing how 
‘our troops have ridden 
along the ancient road of 
invasion that led from 
Palestine down into 
Egypt.’ 

As you read his 
account, which includes 
references to the wars of 
Ptolemy and Rome, plus 
references to Biblical 
place names, you cannot 
fail to note his 
excitement and wonder 
at seeing all the places 
he had learned about, 
before the war. 

Yet as a soldier. 
Trooper Griffiths was 
part of General Robert 
Allenby’s campaign to 
mount an attack on the 
Turkish forces at Gaza 
and take Jerusalem; 
which Allenby 
prophesied would be an 
early Christmas present 
for the British people. 

The attack, which was 
launched on October 27, 
continued into 
December - and proved 
to be the catalyst for the 
Balfour Declaration, 
which will be discussed 
in next month’s issue. 

However, earlier in 
the month Mr David 


Hutchinson, newsagent 
of John Street, received 
the sad news that his 
nephew Private 
Frederick Edward Giddy 
had died in Egypt on 
October 3. Fred was 
born in Newport in 
October 1897, the eldest 
of three sons bom to 
Fred Giddy and 
Catherine Hutchinson. 

Although born in 
Bideford in Devon, Fred 
Senior had joined the 
Great Western Railway 
in 1893 and had been 
posted to Porthcawl in 
1895 as a porter, where 
he met and married 
Catherine a year later. 
That same year, 1896, 
Fred was transferred to 
Newport as a railway 
shunter, where his sons 
were bom. 

In 1907, the family 
moved to Gloucester, 
where their sister Lily 
was born. In April 
1911, young Fred is 
found working as a 
newsboy for Uncle 
David in Porthcawl and 
attending The National 
School, Lias Road (Co¬ 
op today). Sadly, Fred 
Jnr’s mother Cassie died 
in October 1911 and it 
appears that Fred stayed 
in Porthcawl. 

At the outbreak of 
war, young Fred joined 
the Glamorgan 
Yeomanry, but by 
February 1917, his unit 
has been incorporated 
into the newly-formed 
‘C Squadron’ 24th 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment. The 
battalion, formed from 
the dismounted 
Pembroke and 
Glamorgan Yeomanries, 
was transferred to the 
231st Brigade of the 
74th Yeomanry Division, 
which eventually saw 
action for the first time 
between April-June 1917 
near Egypt. 

The 74th were next in 
action at Gaza in 
October. It is unclear 
how Private Giddy died. 
Yet as he died some 
weeks prior to the third 
Battle of Gaza, it can 
only be conjectured that 
he either died from 
wounds received from 
the earlier conflict, at 
the hands of a sniper, or 
from disease.

Giddy is remembered 
with honour at 
Alexandria War 
Memorial Cemetery and 
the Porthcawl Memorial.

Finally, two 
international items of 
news reached Porthcawl 
before the month was 
out. On October 15 in 
France, the Dutch spy 
Mata Hari, who was 
perceived to have been 
working for the 
Germans and causing 
the deaths of many 
thousands of French 
soldiers, was executed 
by firing squad. Recent 
research proffers the 
opinion that her immoral 
lifestyle and tenuous 
links with Germany 
hastened her death. 

It has been suggested 
that as an exotic dancer 
in Berlin prior to the 
war, she had had 
German lovers and the 
fact that she naively 
travelled extensively 
around Europe drew 
prejudicial comment 
from the establishment 
and Allied intelligence. 

Mata Hari, whose real 
name was Margaretha 
Geertruida Zelle, faced 
the firing squad without 
being tied to the stake or 
blindfolded; was dressed 
elegantly in a two-piece 
suit, blew a kiss to the 
priest and her lawyer, an 
ex-lover, and met her 
fate without flinching. 

Also in October 1917, 
politicians at 
Westminster were 
discussing the possibility 
of ‘A League of 
Nations’ after the war. 
The idea of countries 
working together to 
maintain world peace 
would later come to 
fruition in January 1920, 
as a result of the 
Versailles Peace 
Conference.

Wo need to fear prison plan' 


BRIDGEND’S experience 
shows that the people of Port 
Talbot need have no fear over 
a plan to build a prison at 
Mar gam, says Carwyn Jones. 

Facing questions about the plan in 
the National Assembly, the First 
Minister and Bridgend AM pointed 
out he has a prison in his 
constituency. 

He told members: “It was very 
controversial when it was built. I was 
the ward councillor at the time. 

“Now, no-one takes any notice of 
it. It employs many people, and 
there’s a housing estate being built not 
far from the walls of the prison. 


“Nevertheless, it is important that 
people’s concerns are addressed, 
because I remember people’s concerns 
at the time. It is important that the 
MoJ (Ministry of Justice) carries out a 
full consultation with people in the 
area. That is their responsibility. 

“Our responsibility lies with the 
issue of the land.” 

In selling the land, owned by the 
Welsh Government, Mr Jones said it 
will look to get the best deal possible 
for Welsh taxpayers. 

He said: “We are, on the issue of 
the prison, not actively promoting a 
prison. We want to get the best 
financial outcome for the Welsh 
taxpayer.”

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The forgotten Korean war as both 
wait for phone to ring... 


W ATCHING the unfolding 

twitter storm, insult trading, 
and intercontinental missile 
launches - it is easy to forget that the 
UK was the second largest military 
contributor to the Korean War in 1950. 

Most of the personnel were National Service 
conscripts and more were killed and wounded than 
in both the recent Iraq and Afghan wars. 

The UK, a permanent member of the National 
Security Council, sent personnel as part of a UN 
force led by the US. We remain committed to the 
defence of South Korea to this day. 

The UK has always sent forces to the Invincible 
Warrior exercises held by South Korean and US 
forces. Not large numbers, but we remain 
committed to the protection of South Korea - as a 
standing commitment to the UN. 

Here in Wales, Operation Vambrace Warrior 
brought special forces from the UK, US and Japan 
to take part in a week-long exercise to repel an 
attack from North Korea. 

As a member of the NATO Parliamentary 
Assembly I was invited to attend meetings in 
South Korea to discuss and review the current 
tensions and planning there. There was a vote in 
the Commons on the second reading of the Great 
Repeal Bill but whips agreed it was important I 
attended the meetings. 

I was ‘paired’ with a Conservative who would 
also miss the vote, so the outcome would not 
change. 

Before leaving for these visits, there are briefing 
documents to read and meetings to attend, so you 
arrive understanding the UK perspective. Looking 
back, reading about North Korea sending people to 
work in China, Russia and even to Poland to earn 
foreign currency, came as a surprise. 

Conditions in the labour camps, especially in 
Russia, were harsh, yet despite the North Korean 
state taking 80 per cent of the wages earned, there 
did not appear to be a lack of volunteers to take on 
the tasks. 

The new leader, Kim Jong-un, came to power 
promising two areas of growth - economic and the 
development of nuclear weapons capability. He 
has kept both promises.

The contrasting wealth, technological 
innovation, and economic success of South Korea 
is stark. From the devastating poverty and 
infrastructure devastation following the Korean 
War, the country has built a highly successful 
economy. 

Samsung televisions, computers, mobile phones, 
Daewoo buses, Hyundai and Kia cars, ship 
building, minerals and plastics all drive a thriving 
technologically advanced economy. 

There is massive investment in education and in 
research and development. Korean beauty 
products and music are the ‘must haves’ of many 
of the younger generations. 

This is a dangerous part of the world. Historic 
tensions have been put to one side, but not 
forgotten, to allow trade to develop between South 
Korea, China, Russia, and Japan. Japan and South 
Korea are close allies of the US. 

Japanese brutal occupation of South Korea is 
etched deeply into memories. China and Russia 
have been long- term supporters of North Korea 
and are opposed to greater US involvement in the 
south. 

When US THAD (Terminal High Altitude 
Defence) missiles were deployed into South Korea 
after the firing of missiles from the north, China 
retaliated. 

A total of 87 South Korean department stores in 
China were closed for fire safety infringements and 
Chinese tourism into the south declined by 75 per 
cent. 

A visit to the DMZ (De-militarised Zone), the 
border between the north and south is an eerie 
experience that exemplifies the tension. There is 


an air of unreality as you gaze across mine fields, 
see the three tunnels built by the North Koreans to 
bring military forces into the south and see the 
memorials to soldiers killed by invading forces 
during the armistice; there is no peace agreement 
ending the war in 1953. 

When you enter the South Korean zone, soldiers 
leave the North Korean side of the border to 
photograph your every move. The tension is 
palpable. 

This visit to South Korea is one I will never 
forget. I met civil, military and government 
leaders. I talked to ambassadors and visited key 
sites, then collapsed with a Korean strain of double 
pneumonia and was admitted to hospital. 

My NATO colleagues left, most of the medical 
and nursing staff had little English and I was very 
ill. 

The care was superb, and it’s amazing what you 
can do with sign language, single words and 
Google translate. I was in the hospital for five 
days and back in a hotel room for a further five, 
negotiating between an insurance company and an 
airline to convince everyone I was fit to fly. 

Those days were awful but incredibly useful. 
Talking about why I was in the country, how 
Koreans felt about the missile threats and the 
growing tension, and ways forward, were 
illuminating. 

The resilience of the South Koreans living with 
the daily tension and threat from the north was 
amazing. The kindness and eagerness to explain 
despite the language barrier inspiring. 

Now I am back in Porthcawl, breathing good 
Welsh air and trying to rebuild my strength. So 
what next? Sanctions have to be the way forward; 
there is much that can be achieved there. 

There is an opportunity for old enemies to face 
the need to work together and find a common 
solution. In Panmunjom there is a telephone line 
between the North and South Korean governments. 
The line is rung four times a day. It was last 
picked up by the North Koreans in 2013. 

Dialogue is ultimately the only way forward, so 
we must hope one day soon, the phone is 
answered.

GIVING the go-ahead 
for the Swansea Bay 
tidal lagoon would 
create more 

apprenticeship 
opportunities in south 
Wales, Ogmore AM 
Huw Irranca-Davies 
said this week. 

He praised the 
contribution made by 
companies like Sony and 
Lord in terms of 
awarding 
apprenticeships, but says 
approval of the lagoon 
project would open up 
new opportunities. 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
said: “Companies like 
Sony are setting the 
standard in terms of 
apprenticeship 
development within the 
workforce. 

“Companies such as 
Lord in Bridgend, who 
over many years have 
developed people in 
electro-mechanical 
engineering 
apprenticeships, business 
management 
apprenticeships and so 
much more.” 


He said much has been 
done, but there is more to 
be achieved, and that one 
of the most significant 
ways in which the 
number of 

apprenticeships can be 
increased is by investing 
in heavy infrastructure. 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
said: “While we may 
have missed the 
opportunity with the 
investment of (rail) 
electrification to 

Swansea, there is a way 
to make up some of the 
ground. 

“That is for the UK 
Government to give the 
go-ahead on the tidal 
lagoon in Swansea. 

“That will develop 
civil engineering 

apprenticeships, project 
management 
apprenticeships, business 
management 
apprenticeships and 
many more. 

“That, on its own, 
would have a significant 
effect on apprenticeships 
right across the region.”

BEING confronted 
by a huge grizzly 
bear is among 
everyone’s greatest 
fears - but that’s 
just what happened 
to a Barry Island 
couple recently. 

Ron and Geraldine 
Powell experienced that 
unexpected start to their 
walking holiday in the 
Canadian Rockies. 

Local author and 
public speaker, Ron, 
who served in the RAF 
for 32 years, told The 
GEM: “Preparing to set 
out on our first walk to 
the Stanley Glacier in 
Banff National Park, our 
small group gathered by 
a wooden bridge which 
spans the Vermilion 
River. 

“Suddenly, someone 
shouted, ‘Bear!’ and 
there, no more than 15 
yards away on the other 
side of the shallow river, 
was an enormous grizzly 
bear. 

“My initial feeling 
was excitement, because 
although the brochure 
had mentioned bears. I’d 
taken it with a pinch of 
salt, thinking the 
chances of actually 
seeing one were pretty 
remote! How wrong 
could you be? 

“But the commanding 
voices of our previously 
mild-mannered guides 
left us in no doubt of the 
danger the grizzly posed.

“It could have crossed 
the stream in a couple of 
strides. The guides 
raised the bear sprays 
they always carried and 
ushered us back to our 
vans.” 

But then, to the horror 
of Ron, Geraldine and 
members of the party, 
they spotted two young 
women on the same side 
of the bank as the bear, 
and no more than five 
yards away from it. 

Ron said: “They 
hadn’t seen it. When 
they did, the inevitable 
happened. Despite our 
guides telling them to 
back away slowly, they 
screamed and ran for the 
bridge... In the end, we 
all survived, although 
the guides were visibly 
shaken. 

“Bears rarely attack 
larger groups, but they 
can react unexpectedly 
when surprised, and the 
two young women had a 
very narrow escape.” 

Bears are the 
dominant male in Banff 
National Park, and are 
known as ‘The Boss’. 


Rockies, close up! 

“Our guides said the 
bear was preparing for 
hibernation and likely to 
be close to his maximum 
weight of 325kg, or 51 
stone.” 

Ron and Geraldine 
spent two weeks walking 
in the Rockies, flying in 
and out of Calgary. They 
spent four nights in 
Banff, four in Jasper, 
three in lake Louise and 
three in Kananaskis. 

Ron added: “The Boss 
wandered up the track 
we’d planned to use, so 
we had to make 
alternative plans for that 
day’s walk. 

“It was quite a start to 
our holiday, and I’m 
pleased to say there were 
many more wildlife 
encounters, although 
none quite as exciting as 
that first one.”

THE Vale Council has refuted 
a Plaid Cymru claim that lack 
of investment in Cosmeston 
Park could result in the 
closure of viewing areas. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Chris 
Franks told The GEM he was shocked 
to see a viewing area had been fenced 
off, due to a lack of maintenance. 

He explained: “The Conservatives 
seem to be starving the park of 
maintenance funds. What is going on? 

“The council also seem to have 
been hoping that they could reduce 
facilities without a public debate. 

“It is a wonderful facility, where 
families can visit and there is a great 
amount of wildlife. 

“Plaid wonders what else they 
intend to close on the quiet. I can’t 
imagine that the council would run 


down areas in Cowbridge and the 
rural villages, as is happening at 
Cosmeston.” 

Vale Council cabinet member Coun 
Jonathan Bird said the viewing 
platform had been “undercut by the 
lake”. 

“Unfortunately, this isn’t practical 
to repair and so it will be removed.” 

Coun Bird added that there is set to 
be considerable investment in other 
areas of the park. 

“The council has secured a 
£105,000 grant for new educational 
facilities at the location and has set 
aside an additional £21,000 as match 
funding. 

“This represents a very significant 
increase in funding for Cosmeston 
this year.”

The spokesperson 
continued: “The auto 
industry is undergoing 
rapid change, and we 
continue to look at 
other high technology 
opportunities for 
Bridgend in the future.” 

However, in a joint 
statement, Huw Irranca- 
Davies (AM for 
Ogmore) and Chris 
Elmore (MP for 
Ogmore) called on the 
UK Government to 
“urgently intervene”, 
before accusing it of 
“...stealing jobs from 
Bridgend”; and having 
“...complete contempt 
for the hard-working 
Welsh workforce and 
their families, and a 
contempt for Wales.” 

The joint statement 
continued: 

“This adds new 
urgency to the ongoing 
work with unions and 
management, supported 
by Welsh Government, 
to identify new 
workstreams and future 
investment for 
Bridgend.” 

A spokesperson for 
Alun Cairns, Vale of 
Glamorgan MP and 
Secretary of State for 
Wales, said: “Mr Cairns 
and Welsh Office 
colleagues are meeting 
Eord Motor Company 


on Monday afternoon. 
He is, of course, 
concerned by Jaguar 
Land Rover’s decision 
to issue notice and 
thereby end the contract 
three months earlier 
than anticipated. 

“It would, though, 
be wrong to say more 
before the meeting, but 
we will give further 
information and a fuller 
reply after it.” 

In a report earlier this 
year, Eord indicated that 
more than 1,000 jobs 
could go at Bridgend 
with contracts expiring. 

The report suggested 
the number of roles 


could fall to 600 by 
2021 as production 
drops to 125,000 
engines a year. 

The car maker also 
warned that Bridgend 
would have to improve 
its competitiveness by 
addressing “concerns 
relating to the plant’s 
efficiency”. 

A spokesperson for 
JLR said: “Eord has 
been, and remains, an 
important strategic 
supplier to Jaguar Land 
Rover, under an 
agreement which was 
negotiated to support 
our business until the 
end of the decade.”

plays Milne, who leaves 
Fondon to move to the 
countryside along with 
his party-loving wife 
Daphne (Margot Robbie) 
and while there starts to 
spin fanciful yarns about 
stuffed animals 
belonging to his son, 
Christopher (Will 
Tilston). 

These stories become 
hugely successful, and 
Milne and his family 
soon become swept up 
in the instant success of 
the books, but behind 
the success lies 
unhappiness... 

The tumultuous lives 
of writers, and how it is 
reflected in, and 
influences, their work 
has become a cinematic 
trope in recent years, 
with many films looking 
at the lives of those who 
have created some of our 
most well-known and 
beloved books. 

Arguably, A A Milne’s 
creation of Winnie The 
Pooh is the most 
beloved of all children’s 
books, with characters 
and stories so warmly 
and tenderly told that 
you would imagine 
Milne’s life would be as 
idyllic as the lives of 
those in Hundred Acre 
Wood. 

It most certainly was 
not, as Goodbye 


Christopher Robin tells 
us, however, while it 
tries to tackle many 
aspects of Milne’s life, 
and does so in a 
heartwarming manner; 
it’s a little too twee and 
stilted to really shine. 

It certainly crams a lot 
in - Milne’s (then 
undiagnosed) PTSD 
after his service in the 
Great War and his 
subsequent anger at the 
machinations of war and 
those who instigate it; 
his prickly relationship 
with his wife, who 
begrudgingly moves to 
the country as Milne 
seeks solace aware from 
the city; and his 
relationship with his son, 
Christopher, the source 
of Milne’s inspiration in 
creating the characters of 
Winnie The Pooh, and 
who struggles at his 
early age to cope with 
the stardom afforded 
him in the aftermath. 

So much, that while it 
certainly tries to cover 
all its bases, with some 
strands working better 
than others, it soon 
travels down the path of 
ticking familiar biopic 
boxes and (perhaps too 
glaringly) shoehoming 
in nods and winks to 
what would eventually 
become Milne’s greatest 
work.

Director Simon 
Curtis’ background in 
TV directing means that 
the film has the glow of 
a Sunday teatime drama, 
but Curtis sometimes 
skewers that with some 
neat flourishes (cutting 
from a dark war trench 
to an opulent ballroom, 
animating the live-action 
Christopher Robin into 
the style of the 
drawings) that are nicely 
executed. 

The script comes from 
Simon Vaughn (who 
made a film about the 
real bear that inspired 
Winnie’s name - 
starring, incredibly, a 
young Michael 


Fassbender) and Frank 
Cottrell Boyce. You feel 
that it’s a script of two 
halves; Vaughn bringing 
the detail and context, 
Boyce sketching the 
relationships and the 
heart of the film with 
some wonderful 
dialogue to savour. 

While neither 
disgraces itself, there 
does feel like something 
of a disconnect at times 
between the two 
elements, sometimes 
falling between the two 
sides. 

Performance-wise, it’s 
solid; Domnhall Gleeson 
is always dependable 
and he brings some light 
and shade to Milne, a 
man so caught up in the 
horrors of his past that 
he struggles to 
appreciate what’s around 
him, the inspiration for a 
work to lift the spirits of 
Britain and the world 
right in front of his eyes. 

Margot Robbie isn’t 
bad as the flinty Daphne 
(a woman unaware of 
the details of childbirth 
and who steadfastly 
denies anyone the right 
to “blub in this house”) 
but is lost in the mix as 
the story pivots on 
Milne. Kelly McDonald 
is a comforting presence 
as the nanny who looks 
after Christopher Robin, 


and whose relationship 
with the youngster 
engages, while young 
Will Tilston has charm 
and cuteness in spades 
as Christopher. 

It’s an interesting 
story and one reasonably 
well told, given the 
multitude of strands it 
attempts to tick off, but 
it suffers a little from 
trying to mesh fact with 
emotion, caught between 
two films and numerous 
plots. 

It makes Goodbye 
Christopher Robin a 
gorgeously 

heartwarming story, but 
one that perhaps plays 
the sentimentality card a 
little too broadly. 

VERDICT: The story 
of one of the most 
beloved children’s 
characters is well told. 
Goodbye Christopher 
Robin digging to unearth 
the sadness behind the 
joy of Hundred Acre 
Wood, but it feels a tad 
too quaint, even with 
some solid turns from its 
cast. It’ll warm the heart, 
but won’t linger. 
Enjoyable.

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Warning, after four 
people die on Welsh 
farms in 12 months 


AN agricultural 
risk expert is 
urging farmers to 
be vigilant - after 
new figures show 
four people were 
killed on farms in 
Wales in just 12 
months. 

Figures from the 
Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) have 
revealed that in 2016/17, 
agriculture had the 
highest rate of fatal 
injury, around 18 times 
higher than the All 
Industry rate. 

In total, 30 people 
have been killed on 
British farms in the past 
year - making 
agriculture the riskiest 
industry to work in. 

The main causes of 
death were ‘struck by 
vehicles’ (30per cent), 
‘trapped by something 
collapsing’ (20per cent), 
‘struck by an object’ (17 
per cent), ‘contact with 
electricity’ (10 per cent), 
‘falling from a height’ (7 
per cent), and ‘injured 
by an animal’ (7per 
cent). 

Richard Wade, of 


Lycetts Risk 
Management Services, 
said; “It is worrying that 
agriculture remains one 
of the most dangerous 
industries, with the high 
fatality rate far- 
exceeding other 
industries. 

“HSE’s research 
shows that vehicle- 
related activities 
consistently lead to more 
deaths than any other 
category, and that half of 
the workers killed by 
something collapsing, 
were taking part in 
activities involving 
vehicles and machinery. 
^PREVENTABLE^ 

“So, while some of 
these deaths have been 
the result of freak 
accidents, many could 
have been prevented. 
Although this is a sad 
fact, this gives us hope 
that, with better practice 
on farms and safer use 
of machinery, incidents 
like this could become 
rarer. 

“It is also promising 
to see that, although the 
fatal injury rate for 
agriculture has shown no 
clear trend over the past 


35 years, there are signs 
of improvement over the 
past five years. 

“Hopefully, this is 
down to farmers being 
more vigilant about 
safety and risk 
assessments - but we 
still have a way to go.” 

Agriculture has a 7.61 
fatal injury rate per 
100,000 workers - six 
times that of the 
construction sector. 

While 27 of the past 
year’s deaths involved 
workers, three were 
members of the public. 
The age of the victims 
varies hugely, with the 
youngest being three and 
the oldest, 80. The 
youngest worker to be 
killed was 18. 

In Wales, there have 
been four deaths in the 
past year. 

Nearly half of the 
workers killed in 
agriculture were over 65 
(13 out of 27 deaths) and 
more than 85 per cent of 
workers killed were over 
the age of 45. 

Richard added: “What 
strikes me is the high 
death rate of older 
workers. Health and 
safety is a fundamental 
requirement of any 
farming operation, no 
matter how small or 
well-established it is. 


and minimising risk 
should be top priority. 

“It is also alarming 
that self-employed 
farmers make up a large 
proportion of deaths; 67 
per cent - 20 out of 30 - 
of those who died on 
farms were self- 
employed, while 23 per 
cent were employees and 
10 per cent were 
members of the public. 

“There is a danger 
that farmers who work 
for themselves harbour a 
perception that they do 
not need to carry out the 
necessary risk 
assessments or abide by 
the health and safety 
regulations, as they don’t 
have any employees. 

But, as this research 
shows, this can have 
devastating 
consequences. 

“It is imperative that 
farmers take health and 
safety seriously and do 
their utmost to protect 
themselves, their 
employees and the 
public, as well as 
procuring 

comprehensive insurance 
cover in case a tragic 
incident like this does 
occur.”

THE Vale Council was 
recently ranked the highest 
performing local authority 
in Wales for the third year 
running, writes a GEM 
REPORTER. 

The verdict, which was 
contained in the 2016-17 local 
government performance bulletin, 
compiled by Data Unit Wales, was 
welcomed by the current Leader 
of the Vale Council, Coun John 
Thomas, and also Coun Neil 
Moore, the former Vale Leader. 

Eollowing May’s local 
elections, Coun Thomas has led a 
Conservative administration with 
the support of an independent 
councillor. 

Prior to that, the council was 
led by Coun Moore, who headed 
up a Labour-Llantwit Eirst 
Independents administration. 

Data Unit Wales is an 
independent organisation and the 
performance bulletin assesses 
Welsh councils’ performance in 25 
high priority areas such as 
education, housing, transport and 
highways, planning and leisure 
services. 

The Unit ranks all councils in 
Wales into one of four groups, 
based on their performance for 
each of the 25 areas under the 
spotlight. 

The Vale Council was ranked in 
the top group of councils for more 
than half of these, 52 per cent, and 
performed better than the national 
average in 68 per cent of all 
measures. 

The council was still able to 
improve in nearly half (44 per 
cent) of the areas scrutinised. 

It recorded perfect performance 


in three key areas of its work 

Of these, the authority recorded 
the best performance in Wales for 
two areas: no Tooked-after 
children’ left compulsory 
education, training or work-based 
learning without an approved 
external qualification; and 100 per 
cent of ‘special education needs 
statements’ were issued within 26 
weeks. 

Rob Thomas, the council’s 
managing director, described 
being ranked the best performing 
local authority in Wales for the 
third year running was “an 
unprecedented achievement”. 

The current Leader of the Vale 
Council, Coun John Thomas, said: 
“In recent months, I have made 
clear my determination that this 
council will lead from the front in 
tackling the big issues that face 
local government in Wales, and 
ensuring the people of the Vale 
benefit from our efforts. 

“Having topped the table now 
for three years, I am absolutely 
certain we will achieve this.” 

Eormer Leader, Neil Moore, 
who now leads the Labour group 
on the Vale Council, said it 
demonstrated the hard work put in 
by Labour members and their 
colleagues from Llantwit Lirst. 

He said: “I am absolutely 
delighted that yet again, and for 
the third year running, the Vale 
Council has been identified as the 
Best Performing Council in Wales. 

“The evaluation covered the 
last financial year, when Labour 
were in control of the council”, he 
pointed out. 

“It was my privilege to have 
been the Leader of the Council for 
five years, and I am even more 


pleased that this result shows how 
committed I and my Labour and 
Llantwit Lirst colleagues were in 
ensuring the council provided the 
best services it could, despite the 
cuts in funding from the Tory 
Government in Westminster.”

T hese days, 
more and 
more couples 
are choosing to live 
together and bring 
up their children 
without marrying. 

Sadly, some of those 
relationships will fail. 
This is a feature of our 
modem society that is 
here to stay. 
Unfortunately, current 
cohabitation law is 
failing to provide people 
with the rights some 
mistakenly think they 
have. 

In 1996, there were 
1.5 million cohabiting 
couple families in the 
UK. Two decades later, 
in 2016, there were more 
than 3.3 million. 

Cohabiting couple 
families account for 17 
per cent of all families in 
the UK - 3.2 million of 
these couples were 
opposite sex couples and 
87,000 were same sex. 

At present, there is no 
distinct law regulating 
cohabitation rights and 
shared assets (property 
for example). We would 


recommend that when 
you buy your home 
together, you register it 
in both names and also 
consider a cohabitation 
agreement. 

It is a myth that 
cohabitating partners 
have similar legal rights 
to those of a married 
couple.

National competitions 
offer Welsh chefs the 
chance to become a star 


AMBITIOUS chefs looking to make a 
name for themselves within Wales and 
internationally are being sought for two 
prestigious competitions launched 
recently. 

The road to winning the coveted National and 
Junior Chef of Wales titles begins with two regional 
finals to be held in November. The two winners and 
the two best runners up will qualify for the finals to 
be held at the Welsh International Culinary 
Championships (WICC) at Grwp Llandiillo Menai, 
Rhos-on-Sea next February. 

First, chefs must get their entries in to the 
Culinary Association of Wales (CAW) by the 
October 31 deadline. The entry forms may be 
downloaded at: 

http: //w w w. welshculinary as sociation .com/ index .ph 
p/competitions/ 

From the entries, which must include the chef’s 
own creative menu for a three-course dinner, a 
panel of judges will select regional finalists, who 
will be given three hours to serve up a three-course 
dinner for four people. 

To qualify for the competitions, chefs must be of 
Welsh descent, or work or study in Wales. National 
Chef of Wales entrants must be over the age of 23 
and Junior Chef of Wales competitors must be 
between the ages of 17 and 23 years on February 1, 
2018. 

The Junior Chef final will be held on Monday, 
February 12, the first day of the WICC, followed 
by the National Chef final on Thursday, February 
15. In addition to the title, the national chef winner 
will receive a study tour to Holland with Koppert 
Cress, £250 worth of Churchill products and an 
engraved set of knives made by Friedr Dick. 

The Junior Chef of Wales winner will receive a 
week’s work experience with Simon Radley, 
executive chef at the Chester Grosvenor Hotel and 
Spa and a set of engraved knives from Friedr Dick. 
He or she will also automatically qualify for the 
Craft Guild of Chefs’ Young National Chef of the 
Year contest. 

Next year’s WICC is set to bring all the nation’s 
culinary competitions together in one venue for the

will education 
plans aid Welsh 
medium schools? 


OGMORE AM 
Huw Irranca- 
Davies is pressing 
the Welsh 
Government to 
ensure that Welsh- 
medium schools are 
able to recruit the 
teachers they need. 

During a debate at the 
National Assembly, he 
welcomed a statement 
from Education 
Secretary, Kirsty 
Williams AM, on the 
future development of 
education in Wales. 

He wanted to know 
how her announcement 
will assist Welsh- 
medium education, in 
particular. 

He said: “I am 
pleased to have two 
excellent Welsh-medium 
schools in my 
constituency: Ysgol 
Llangynwyd serves the 
west, and Llanhari 
serves the east - but 
both will find difficulty 
in finding sufficient 
numbers of chemistry, 
maths and physics 
teachers, and so on. 

“With increasing 
demand for high-quality 
Welsh-medium 
education in all subjects, 
how are we ensuring 
that we improve 
educational standards 


for all children and 
young people, 
particularly in the 
mother tongue of 
Wales?” 

Ms Williams agreed 
and said: “If we’re to 
have an equitable 
education system, we 
need to ensure that 
children have equal 
chances, whether they 
are in English-medium, 
Welsh-medium, or 
bilingual provision. 

“That’s one of the 
reasons to make a 
decision about slowing 
the curriculum 
introduction down 
slightly, so that we can 
address the needs, 
specifically in the 
Welsh-medium sector. 

“There are a number 
of programmes in which 
we can do that, 
including alternative 
routes into teaching for 
more mature students, 
maybe developing 
people who are working 
in a learning support 
capacity. 

“It’s about increasing 
our secondment schemes 
so that people who have 
language capabilities 
can have a break from 
school to develop them 
further.”

It was also the year 
that boy wonder, 
Ogmore-by-Sea’s 
Christian Williams, who 
went on to become a 
leading National Hunt 
jockey and who is now a 
National Hunt trainer, 
rode his first treble, and 
it was also the year that 
your correspondent was 
banned from attending 
the Ban wen Miners’ 
races. Correspondence 
on this matter was still 
continuing in the article 
below. 

I am happy to report 
now that Bill Hancock, 
who banned me, and I 
now get on very well. In 
my younger days as a 
Roath (Cardiff) Harrier, 

I often competed against 
Swansea Harrier Bill in 
cross-country races. 

Under the heading, 
‘Young Williams 
delivers hat-trick’ this is 
what I had to say in The 
GEM: 

“Sixteen-year-old 
Christian Williams from 
Ogmore was in brilliant 
form at the Tredegar 
Earmers’ Hunt 
Steeplechases at 
Bassaleg on Saturday, 
riding his first-ever 
treble with Kinnefad 
King (restricted), Africa 
Warrior (confined) and 
Anorak (association club 
race). 

“He rode a waiting 
race on Kinneford King 
to score by six lengths 
from Rymin Thyne, then 
half an hour later, aboard 
African Warrior, he held 
off the strong late 
challenge of Boring to 
win by a length. 

“But it was on 
Anorak, that he rode a 
sensational finish when 
getting up on the long 
run- in to beat Stirling 
Buck by a neck. 

"'Anorak, who 
survived a bad mistake 
at the eighth, was a first 
winner for owner/trainer 
John Elint who, like 
Kinnefad King’s owner 
Robert Jones, is a 
Margam steelworker. 

“Williams,who rides 
out for Newport trainer 
Jimmy Neville, weighs 
out at eight-and-a-half 
stone and is the first 16- 
year-old to have ridden a 
treble. 

“He has ridden seven 
winners this season and 
has a bright future ahead 
of him.”

Mistakes cost Pencoed dear 



IT was a pleasure to 
watch a game where 
two sides’ priority 
was to play 
attacking rugby in 
difficult conditions. 

The home side 
Waunarlwydd have

When he was 
halted scrum half Aled 
Thomas fed hooker 
Nathan Holman who, 
with a deft pass, put No 8 
Sean Williams clear to 
step inside the full back 
for a well-taken try. 
Davies’ conversion 
extended the Athletic 
lead to 10-0 after 10 
minutes. 

Waunarlwydd were 
trying to run from 
everywhere on the park, 
but excellent defence 
from the Athletic back 
row of Sean Williams 
and flankers Ben Davies 
and Tom Morgan and 
centres Tom Jenkins and 
Stuart Floyd-Ellis and 
young wing Tom James 
kept them out. 

On the half-hour mark, 
good work at a ruck by 
lock Jonathon Stoker saw 
the ball reach outside 
half Davies, who broke 
through, made 30 metres 
and gave a well-timed 
inside pass to put speedy 
wing Michael Powell 
over for a 15-0 lead. 

Powell was proving a 
handful for the home side 
and a 50-metre run 
straight down the centre 
of the field resulted in a 
scrum to the Athletic five 
metres out, but they 


failed to capitalise, 
conceding a needless 
penalty. 

Scrum half Dan James 
replaced the injured Aled 
Thomas. Athletic man of 
the match No 8 Sean 
Williams won a line out 
30 metres out and fed 
James who burst clear 
and chipped the full back 
for the ball to cross the 
try line. 

Tom Morgan touched 
down, but James had 
been prevented from 
following his own kick 
by being tripped. The 
referee awarded a seven- 
point penalty try and 
yellow carded the 
defender responsible for 
the trip. 

Two minutes later 
Athletic full back Dan 
Howells was on hand to 
capitalise on a dropped 
pass by the home side 
and hacked ahead, 
winning the race to touch 
down for the Athletic’s 
fourth and bonus point 
try to lead 27-0 at half 
time. 

Waunarlwydd came 
out strongly after the 
break and a yellow card 
for a technical offence by 
Athletic lock Stoker saw 
the home side capitalise 
with a close-range try for 
prop Dan George, 
converted by scrum half 
Lee Evans. 

Strong ball carrying 
by Tom Morgan put 
Waunarlwydd on the 
backfoot and when the 
ball reached outside half 
Davies he jinked and 
dummied his way over 
for an individual try from 
30 metres out. His 
conversion restored the 
27-point Athletic margin. 

The home side did not 
give up and caused a few 
jitters as two tries in five 
minutes from scrum half 
Evans and No 8 Jacob 
Blackmore, both 

converted by Evans, saw 
Waunarlwydd reduce 
their deficit to 21-34. 

However, the Athletic 
controlled the last 10 
minutes to prevent any 
more scoring. 

Team manager Paul 
Hearne said: “This was a 
good win in difficult 
conditions and sets the 
team up for this 
Saturday’s home Welsh 
Plate first round tie at the 
Morganstone Brewery 
Eield against Bonymaen.
